January 24, 2006

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, January 24 at 
6:02 pm by Chairman pro tem Jordan C. Collyer. Also 
present were Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Town 
Administrator Michael J. Botelho, and Assistant to the 
Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. Selectman Stephen 
J. Lombard was not present for the meeting. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Janu- 
ary 10, 2006 meeting and then set Monday, March 6 at 7:00 
pm as the town's spring Special Town Meeting date. 

The board then met with Gary Johnson to discuss 
the Community Preservation Act (CPA). "I am the Presi-

dent of the (Mattapoisett) Land Trust and am interested in 
land preservation," Mr Johnson said. "It seems to me the 
town ought to at least consider this as a way of getting up 
to 100 percent matching funds." 

According to Mr Johnson, the CPA legislation has 
been around for a while and recently both Fairhaven and 
Marion have adopted the CPA. Under this state-legislated 
grant program, the town is required to impose up to a 3 
percent surcharge on itself with these monies dedicated 
for Community Preservation. In turn, the town must come 
up with projects which include at least 10 percent afford- 
able housing, 10 percent historic restoration, 10 percent 
open space, and 70 percent a mix of all three. 

"The CPA can be put on the ballot by citizen ini- 
tiative," Mr. Johnson said. 

Selectman Andrews suggested Mr. Johnson plan 
an article for the just-called March 6 Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant to ask voters to adopt the CPA in Mattapoi- 
sett. 

"My only recommendation would be to go easy 
this first year," Selectman Andrews said. "I think there

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probably would be greater acceptance if if s phased in. 
The Land Bank was a great idea ten years ago, but this 
greatly outweighs the Land Bank because you get match- 
ing funding from the state." 

Mr. Johnson said the board will need to appoint 
a 5- to 7-member committee to facilitate the CPA, most 
likely with representatives from the different boards and 
committees. 

At 6:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Capital Planning Committee. 

"We're here this evening to provide you with an 
update on the progress of the Capital Planning Commit- 
tee," said Chairman Chuck McCullough. "We've worked 
very hard and had many spirited discussions ... to provide 
you and the townspeople with a detailed and accurate 
view of the capital needs of this town for the next five 
years." 

Among key needs according to Mr. McCullough: 
work at the Town Wharf; building of a new Fire Station; 
and repair of town roads, along with regular upgrades of 
town vehicles and equipment. 

"We often run our police cruisers to about 200,000 
miles ... we believe 150,000 is about right, which takes 
about four years," Mr. McCullough said. "So we're recom- 
mending two cruisers every year — they have eight cruis- 
ers (in service)." 

Mr. McCullough also discussed the need to repair 
and maintain existing town buildings such as the police 
station, and to look at future facility needs such as the

aforementioned Fire Station and a new Senior Center. 

Topping the committee's priority list of 12 most 
needed items is a new Fire Station, for which they've ear- 
marked $300,000 for the design and engineering of a new 
facility; and $500,000 to upgrade the bathroom facilities at 
the Harbormaster's Building on the Town Wharf. 

"Those are our recommendations for 2007," Mr. 
McCullough said. "We didn't recommend where the 
money come from, we just analyzed and determined the 
need." 

As for vehicle recommendations, Mr Mc- 
Cullough said the priority would be two new cruisers, 
a new vehicle for the Natural Resources Officer, and a 
new Rescue Truck for the Fire Department. "With a new 
(Rescue Truck), I believe we can push out the need for Fire 
Engines for a couple of years," he said. "Some of these ve- 
hicles have been neglected and it's time to move ahead." 

From here, Mr. McCullough said they will next be 
meeting with the Finance Committee (FinCom) to discuss 
how to fund the most important items on their priority 
list and will be back with another report to the Board of 
Selectmen on February 21 in preparation for the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

The Capital Planning Committee also presented a 
five-year capital plan which would cost a total estimated 
$29 million — not including the new Fire Station or ve- 
hicle replacements. 

"It's a great first step," Selectman Andrews said.

At 7:07 pm the board met briefly with Finance 
Committee (FinCom) Chairman Michael Costa, who 
questioned if the proposed date for the spring Special 
Town Meeting was locked in for Monday March 20, since 
he will be away for those two weeks.

cover night meetings." 

"I probably shouldn't have used 'overtime/ it's 
really just additional hours worked," Ms. Borges said. "I'd 
rather get the hours paid instead of comp time. I know I 
only work 37.5 hours and I should just leave ... but some- 
times I can't leave when we're supposed to be treating 
people as a service." 

"It's hard, but sometimes you just can't accommo- 
date everybody," Chairman Laboa said. "I know I've been 
to other Building Departments and have had the door 
closed in my face. I understand you're not wanting to be 
rude ... but you've got to draw the line somewhere." 

"If there is a budget to be used to pay people the

Underworld: Evolution. Starring Kate Beckinsale 
and Scott Speedman. Directed by Len Wiseman. 
Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The biggest shock in Underworld: Evolution, the 
unsolicited-by-me sequel to 2003 's video-sleeper hit 
' Underworld, is the moment when the latex-goth vampire 
Selene (Kate Beckinsale) is revealed to be ... a brunette. 
In all of Underworld and in most of this movie, Selene seems to have jet- 
black hair, but it turns out that's just the duU color scheme of both films, 
which turns everything various shades of blue and black. It's as if someone 
had washed these films in the same laundry load as Batman's costume; 
even Cyndi Lauper in her '80s prime would be rendered colorless in the 
Underworld universe. In a tender post-coital moment, though, Selene is 
seen in the morning light, and there she is with brown hair. I'm thinking 
about hair color after just having seen an action-horror movie; that's a bad 
sign. 

Underworld had its fans — those who wanted a self-important Ma- 
trix-y horror flick, I guess — so here we have more of the same. If you felt 
generous, you could praise these movies' tonal consistency: There isn't a 
laugh anywhere in either film. Director Len Wiseman has possibly played 
too many vampire-themed role-playing games (indeed, the RPG company 
White Wolf sued over the similarities between the first film and their games 
Vampire: The Masquerade and Werewolf: The Apocalypse). He takes the 
material with the deadly seriousness of a game master presiding over a 
terribly crucial round of play. Brokeback Mountain had more levity than 
these movies, for goodness ' sake. As before, characters stand around grimly, 
jaws clenched, distracted by the unspeakable import of the centuries-long 
feud between ... uh ... vampires and werewolves. 

I'm sorry, should movies like this not he fun! Should there not be a 
modem sensibility to go along with the modem weaponry? In a prologue, 
set in the 12th century, we see vamps and werewolves go at each other 
with swords and their own fangs. The rest of the movie has the vampires 
loaded for bear with the latest in NRA chic (the werewolves don't get much 
screen time here, though, and they don't have any firepower now). Selene, 
a "death dealer" whose job is to kiU werewolves, always has what appear 
to be dozens of guns secreted somewhere in her body suit. Yet late in the 
movie, when a SWAT team of vampires delve into a werewolf-ridden dun- 
geon, we hear one of them say "We only have UV rounds" — which only 




work on vamps, not werewolves (who died by liquid-silver bullets in the 
first film). Excuse me? You have equipment that would make Rambo cry 
with envy, and you forgot to bring the ammo that kills the very creatures 
you've been hunting for centuries? 

Underworld: Evolution is convoluted nonsense anyway, having to do 
with the powerful vampire and werewolf sons (boss-level monsters, you'd 
call them in a video game) of the immortal Corvinus (Derek Jacobi), whose 
blood also flows in the veins of Selene's half-vamp, half-wolf sweetie 
Michael (Scott Speedman). The vampire son Marcus (Tony Curran) can 
tum into a bat-like thing that at one point chases Selene while she's driving 
a big truck; I feel certain that Derek Jacobi never imagined he'd be in a 
movie involving a contest between a truck and a bat monster. The werewolf 
son is in exile behind approximately five thousand locked doors, which 
can only be opened by two keys, and only Selene knows where he is, and 
I'm back to thinking about Selene's hair color. Seriously, is her hair like a 
mood ring or something? It's only brown when she's happy? 

I'm a horror fan and a shameless booster of cheesy movies. I love a 
ridiculous vampire or werewolf movie as much as the next B-movie geek. 
Hell, I can't wait for Werewolves on Wheels to come out on DVD next 
month. But the Underworld movies take what should be a radiantly goofy 
premise and ladle tons of uptight style and backstory over it, stealing from 
The Matrix and Lord of the Rings and whatever else made millions of geeks 
buy millions of tickets (only by the grace of God are there no lightsabers 
in these films, I suspect). The effect is pulp pomposity. The Underworld 
films — a prequel is said to be planned too, if you're ready for that — are 
just action flicks banged together with horror fantasy, and the action is 
pretty uninspired, except a scene involving a climactic fight perilously 
near a whirring helicopter blade. But wait, that rips off the Indiana Jones 
movies. I guess we're lucky Selene isn't wearing a fedora. Then again, 
that would cover up her mood hair.
